Stakes. Willie Shoemaker, on *Gallant 
Man. drew abreast of Bold Ruler and 
shouted to Eddie Arcaro, “Look at the 
hold I’ve got on this horse.” It was the 
last close look Arcaro got; from that 
point on, *Gallant Man rapidly drew away 
from him. 

For *Gallant Man the Belmont was vin- 
dication for 2 previous heart-breaking 
losses. In the 114-mile Wood Memorial 
Stakes he was beaten a nose by Bold 
Ruler, and in the 114-mile Kentucky Derby 
he was beaten a nose by Iron Liege. He 
didn’t participate in the Preakness Stakes 
because he shipped poorly after the Derby 
and trainer John Nerud hadn’t enough 
time to get him ready. 

Said Shoemaker after the Belmont: 
“Johnny gave me a sharp horse today.”

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NEW YORK 
*Gallant Man's Belmont 


New York. Twenty minutes after the 
Kentucky Derby trainer John Nerud 
watched *Gallant Man walk slowly 
around the ring of a barn hard by 
Churchill Downs’ half-mile-pole. The 
buzz of the crowd, like the noise of the 
surf—steady and unremitting — was 
barely audible in the background. The 
trainer talked to the horse and to the few 
others around the loser’s barn. ‘Well, 
little fellow, you didn’t win, but you ran 
your race and got dumped by a fluke. 
Don’t worry . . . You'll win the Belmont.” 

This was a manifestation of true faith 
in the speed of a horse, and there was 
nothing boastful about it. It also was a 
kind of balm intended for the crushed 
feelings of the groom and the exercise 
boy, who were making their first trip to 
the Derby, as Nerud himself was. 

The idea that Nerud was not disap- 
pointed by the Derby setback, when Willie 
Shoemaker momentarily misjudged the 
finish pole, has no basis in fact. As he 
said, “I’m not disappointed. I’m_ sick.” 
In 20 minutes Nerud had regained his 
composure, and never for an instant there- 
after did he lose it. 

Nerud’s confidence paid off. Six weeks 
later, on the afternoon of the 89th Belmont 
Stakes, *Gallant Man whirled around the 
final turn to pick up the pace-setting Bold 
Ruler and drew away to an easy 8-length 
victory in record time of 2:26%5. Never 
had a horse on this continent run 12 gruel- 
ing furlongs as fast. An American record 
at 14% miles and a track record at 6 
furlongs (in Florida last winter) should 
look very enticing when Ralph Lowe sends 
the well bred son of Migoli to stud. 

A Belmont winner has taken top honors 
in the 3-year-old division in 10 of the last 
ll years. The “Triple Crown” is split. 
like Gaul, into 3 parts, but the common 
denominator in the Derby and Belmont 
is *Gallant Man. Few who saw the Bel- 
mont, even those who watched it on tele- 
vision, will forget it by this fall when 
the balloting rolls around. Lowe, Nerud, 
and associates never will forget it. 

This year’s running of the Belmont was 
intriguing from the day *Gallant Man 
was nosed out of the Derby and it was 
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decided he should by-pass the Preakness. 
Bold Ruler won the Maryland classic in 
a dazzling exhibition of front-running 
speed. In the Belmont this speed was 
bound to get a severe test. The interest 
carried right up to the mutuel windows 
as first one. then the other, was favored 
by the bettors in the crowd of 36.094. 

*Gallant Man, with his running mate 
*Bold Nero, opened as the choice. In 16 
minutes Bold Ruler caught up with him; 
both horses were listed at 4 to 5 in the 
field of 5 interests. When the windows 
closed Bold Ruler was 17 to 20 and the 
Lowe entry was 19 to 20, the second time 
this year that 2 horses were odds-on in 
a race. A similar condition arose in 
Florida last winter when Summer Tan 
and Bardstown were odds-on — but that 
was in a handicap. and this was weight 
for age. 


Pushing the Ruler 


When the windows closed, tne stall 
gates opened, and the 6 horses were on 
their way. Bold Ruler was fastest, and 
John Choquette, on *Bold Nero, went 
right after him. *Gallant Man’s buddy 
obviously was not going to give Bold Ruler 
time to pause for breath. 


Bold Ruler edged to the rail in the 
long run to the first turn, and *Bold 
Nero was pushed to stay with him. These 
2 drew away from the rest on the bend. 
and at least 6 lengths separated them 
from the third-place Pop Corn as they 
completed the first half-mile and straight- 
ened out for the long run down the back- 
stretch. Shoemaker had *Gallant Man on 
the inside of Pop Corn, and Cain Hoy 
Stable’s *Lucky Dip was right behind Pop 
Corn in fifth place. D and M Stable’s 
Inside Tract was last, obviously waiting. 

Bold Ruler passed the teletimer at the 
mile-pole in :4645. and now *Bold Nero 
began to labor as John Choquette tapped 
him with the whip between his ears. The 
Lowe colt held together another quarter- 
mile, but Bold Ruler was making his own 
pace. *Bold Nero may have been forcing 
the issue, but from the hold Arcaro had 
on Bold Ruler he could not have slowed 
him down any more than he did without 
fighting him. Six furlongs were done in 


When *Bold Nero began to falter, 
Shoemaker started his run with *Gallant 
Man. The 2 Lowe colts seemed to be 
passing the baton in a relay race as they 
exchanged places mid-way down the 
backstretch and *Gallant Man took dead 
aim on Bold Ruler. Bending into the 
turn, *Gallant Man had 3 lengths to make 
up on the leader, and by the time they 
had finished the quarter-mile bend he had 
his head in front. From then on each 
stride carried *Gallant Man farther away 
from his field. 

Inside Tract, 16 to 1 off his third-place 
finish in the Preakness, cut the corner at 
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the head of the stretch, as Bold Ruler 
carried *Gallant Man wide. The D and M 
colt never threatened the winner, but he 
had little trouble disposing of a rapidly 
tiring Bold Ruler in the final quarter- 
mile. 

It was well past the finish line when 
Shoemaker stood up on *Gallant Man, and 
the colt was still going at a good clip into 
the first turn for the second time, looking 
as if he would enjoy another tour of the 
track. Bold Ruler was pulled up in an 
eighth of a mile, and, as Arcaro said after 
the race, “He didn’t even want to come 


back to be unsaddled.” 


Returned to the area in front of the 
stands, *Gallant Man was led down a 
gaily bedecked winner’s lane by Ralph 
Lewe. There were flowers for the Bel- 
mont winner for the first time in a long 
while as a wreath of carnations were 
draped across *Gallant Man’s_ withers 
and fastened across his chest. Gov. W. 
Averell Harriman presented the trophies. 


One Sparkling Half-Mile 


*Gallant Man’s Belmont becomes even 
more remarkable on paper. He shattered 
the stakes mark of 2:2815, held by Cita- 
tion and Count Fleet, and he cut a full 
second off the track mark set by Boling- 
broke in the 1942 Manhattan Handicap 
under 11 pounds less weight. 

The fractional times of the race tell 
enly how fast Bold Ruler was going until 
he was headed by *Gallant Man at the 
quarter-pole. The winner’s own fractions 
must be guessed, using the leader’s time 
and the distance *Gallant Man was astern 
of him. Figuring this way, *Gallant Man 
ran his 6 quarters in :2424, :2344, :24, :24, 
:25U5, and :2515. This shows the tre- 
mendous rush the colt made in the middle 
of the race (without showing the ease with 
which he did it). The second half-mile 
was done in 48 seconds. Only Count Fleet, 
in his first half, was able to do anything 
like this and win. *Gallant Man’s run 
was from the mile-pole to the half-mile 
marker, down the straight backstretch, 
and he still had 3 lengths to pick up on 
the leader. He went a quarter in :2514 
to do it.

*Gallant Man also bettered a mark that 
has been on the Belmont books since 
1920, when there was no teletimer post 
to corroborate it. Breaking the last-quar- 
ter :2515 in half, *Gallant Man’s time 
for a mile and three-eighths was 2:13 9/10. 
Man o’ War’s world record for the dis- 
tance is 2:14145, set when he won the Bel- 
mont Stakes. 


Newspaper writers were delighted with 
*Gallant Man’s American record for it 
gave them a chance to compare it with the 
world mark set by an English horse 
named The Bastard at Newmarket in 1924, 
Not much of the comparison got into 
print because of the horse’s name, but 
all were of the opinion that he must have 
run like one the day he set the mark, 
(The name was improved later; The Bas- 
tard became The Buzzard.) 

Two other things must be mentioned 
about the running of the race: the appear- 
ance of the horses as they paraded to the 
post and a choice bit of race track con- 
versation which occurred at the three- 
eigths-pole. When the horses came out on 
the extremely muggy and hot day (90 de- 
grees) only *Gallant Man was not in a 
sweat. He was not overly damp when he 
whizzed up to Bold Ruler 3. furlongs 
from home and Willie Shoemaker called 
over to Arcaro, “Hey, Eddie, look at the 
hold I’ve got on this horse.” 


Well Stacked 


All horses are, naturally, trained in a 
different manner, but Nerud thinks that 
he has trained *Gallant Man as hard as 
he has ever trained a horse. His schedule 
since the Derby called for works up to a 
mile for the Peter Pan and then 2 shorter 
works after the 9-furlong stakes race. In 
between were gallops of a mile and walks 
of about a half-hour duration. 

But always there is the race before the 
big race. Leading up to the Derby it was 
the Wood. Before the Belmont it was the 
9-furlong Peter Pan which provided the 
solid groundwork for the testing Belmont, 
then two weeks in the future. 

*Gallant Man came up to the Peter Pan 
with a schedule that went like this: 6 
furlongs in 1:1524 on May 24, a mile in 
1:43 on May 28, and 3 furlongs in :39 
the day before the race. *Gallant Man 
won the Peter Pan in 1:4824, two-fifths 
of a second slower than the track record 
and carrying more weight (124) than any 
other previous winner. That was the tight- 
ener. Then came a good rest, which 
Nerud considers absolutely necessary after 
all races. *Gallant Man was sent a mile 
in 1:41 8 days after the Peter Pan. Four 
days before the Belmont he went 5 fur- 
longs in 1:0015. It was his final work, 
and he was ready. 

The colt didn’t go after the Preakness 
because Nerud considers *Gallant Man 
“delicate” in the sense that he cannot 
stand an oversupply of racing. It couldn't 
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*Bold Nero :

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have been easy to pass the Preakness, 
but one of Nerud’s virtues in regard to 
*Gallant Man has been patience. 


The little (15:1) bay colt has good 
sense, as do most good horses. He is a 
marvel of manners around his barn, and 
he is easily handled. His running power 
comes from compactness. He is balanced 
like a see-saw, with as much on one end 
as the other. His deep chest balances 
his sturdy hind quarters, and there is a 
trimness about him that is seen only in 
small packages. His stride is just as bal- 
anced, except that he will lower his hand- 
some head a bit when getting to a horse, 
then raise it a bit once past the opponent. 
He came down Belmont’s stretch with his 


head held high. 
Hope for the Future 


There has been some question about the 
wisdom of allowing Bold Ruler to run 
himself out in the first mile or so of the 
long race. Bold Ruler’s trainer, the 82- 
year-old James Fitzsimmons, has this to 
say about it: “It wouldn’t have made any 
difference what we did at a mile and a 
half. That little fellow was going to beat 
us. I'll stick with my horse up to a mile 
and a quarter, but I don’t want anything 
to do with the other guy at a mile and 
a half. Maybe Ill run Bold Ruler a lit- 
tle different if he goes a mile and a half 
again, but then Ill just be hoping for the 
best. But the best part of it is that there 


aren’t any more races right away at a 
mile and a half.” 

Bold Ruler came out of the race with 
something the size of a head of a pin 
on his left shin bone. “It may be a splint 
or it may not,” said Mr. Fitz on the Sun- 
day after the race. “The only thing I 
really know about it is that it’s there, 
and it wasn’t before the race. The main 
thing that worries me now is the shot 
he has to take for the sleeping sickness. 
Yll see how he handles that and then 
worry about the leg, because he hasn’t 
given any indication that he knows it’s 
there. He’s still sound.” 

*Gallant Man came out of the race in 
fine shape. “He cooled out a lot faster 
than all of the Texans (Lowe) or the 
Nebraskans (Nerud) did,” said Nerud. 
“But I have to take it slow with him 
all of the time because of his ankles. 
Humphrey Finney saw them first, and 
he turned him down as a yearling because 
of them, but we finally got him. They 
just have to be watched. The soft tracks 
around here help him a lot but he still 
needs time. Another thing, you know it’s 
a shame they're tearing down that Aque- 
duct track. The first 3 horses in the 
Belmont trained there. Do you think you 
can get it delayed a little while?” 

When the horses come back from an 
August in Saratoga Mr. Fitz and Nerud 
will be training and stabling at Belmont. 
Nerud has said he learned a great deal 
by once being stabled next to Ben Jones. 


It is not at all surprising that he will 
have his horses in the back of Mr. Fitz’s 
barn during the Saratoga meeting, and he 
won’t be far away from the old gentleman 
when they both return to Belmont.

Pedigree Excellence 


The best 3-year-olds of 1957 are all 
“well bred,” if only the distinguished 
names in their pedigrees are considered, 
but it has been years since a solid group 
of top-class colts so dramatically empha- 
sized the primary importance of individ- 
ual merit as the basis of selecting breed- 
ing stock of both sexes. The Kentucky 
Derby winner Iron Liege, the Preakness 
winner Bold Ruler, and the Belmont 
Stakes winner *Gallant Man are sons of 
such high-class dams that the remainder 
of the pedigree is more or less superfluous, 
and the same is true of the Florida Derby 
winner Gen. Duke and the best 3-year-old 
in California, Round Table. The dams of 
all these colts ranked in the top one-half 
of one per cent of race mares. 

The pedigree of *Gallant Man is even 
more solidly packed with racing class than 
that of any of his rivals for the 3-year-old 
crown. His dam, his 2 granddams, and 2 
of the 3 mares appearing in the third gen- 
eration were top-class runners. *Majideh 
was a wartime winner of the Irish One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks. *Mah Iran, 
the paternal granddam, was the second-

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best filly of the generation dominated by 
Sun Chariot. Qurrat-al-Ain, the maternal 
granddam, was second-best to Fair Isle as 
a 2-year-old, and only Fair Isle and Rose 
of England ranked ahead of her among 
the fillies in the Free Handicap of Britain’s 
best 3-year-olds of 1930. 


In the third generation Plucky Liege 
was the best 2-year-old filly of 1914 in 
England and Harpsichord the best of 1920 
in Ireland. Mah Mahal, which appears 
twice at this remove, is the one relatively 
undistinguished runner among the imme- 
diate ancestors, but her lack of distince- 
tion was less due to lack of class than to 
the British tradition of taking account of 
first money only in summarizing racing 
data. Mah Mahal won 2 small races. but 
the best indication of her class probably 
was in the Buckenham Stakes, in which 
she lost by a short head to Fara. later 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas. 

Among the males in the first 3 genera- 
tions, Bois Roussel, *“Mahmoud, *Bah- 
ram, and *Blenheim II won the Derby: 
Migoli and Buchan were second in the 
Derby, and Vatout won the French equiv- 
alent of the One Thousand Guineas. The 
names of Blandford and Gainsborough 
appear twice each in the fourth genera- 
tion, the Blandford strains coming through 
2 of his 4 Derby winners, and Gainsbor- 
ough through the best colt and best filly 
produced by his daughter Mah Mahal. 

If Gainsborough is counted twice. 5 of 
the 8 male ancestors in this generation 
were classic winners. Blandford, which 
accounts for 2 of the other places, was 
one of the great sires of the century, and 
Prince Chimay, whose name stands at the 
top, was among the best runners in the 
crop which included the triple crown win- 
ner Gainsborough. Prince Chimay defeat- 
ed Gainsborough in the Jockey Club 
Stakes, but got his only classic placing 
in the 1918 September Stakes (wartime St. 
Leger substitute), behind Gainsborough 
and My Dear. The son of Chaucer went 
to the stud in France as the property of 
Mathieu Goudchaux, and in his 1926 crop 
was Vatout, from an unraced mare whose 
half-sisters Variete and Vanille were to be- 
come the dams of Verso II and Vandale. 


Vatout, which. along with Rose Prince. 
was to bring about the modern resurgence 
of the St. Simon male line, is sometimes 
remembered as a “selling plater.”” He was 
a selling plater in about the same degree 
as Rejected. He was one of 5 yearlings put 
up for sale at Deauville by M. Goudchaux 
in 1927. None of the reserve prices was 
reached, and the 5 were sold privately, for 
a total of about 108,000 francs, to the 
bookmaker FE. Heliopoulos. Vatout ran so 
poorly in his first 2 starts that he was 
put into a claiming race at Chantilly in 
September of his 2-year-old season. He 
won so easily over the favorite, a colt be- 
longing to Capt. Jefferson Davis Cohn, 
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A half-brother to the Belmont Stakes 
victor *Gallant Man poses with his 
dam *Majideh and Rookwood Farm 
manager Tommy Curd.

*Golden Harp, fourth dam of *Gallant 
Man, was also the fourth dam of Needles 
and Menolene, but the strength of the 
family has come mainly through *Golden 
Harp’s  highest-class daughter, Harpsi- 
chord, dam of *Royal Minstrel, *Hairan, 
and Qurrat-al-Ain. Qurrat-al-Ain was bred 
by J. J. Maher in Ireland and sold to the 
Aga Khan in 1928 for 12,500 guineas, then 
the second-highest price ever paid for a 
yearling filly in the British Isles. The Aga 
Khan gave her an Arabic name meaning 
“Apple of My Eye,” appropriate to her 
good looks and later appropriate to her 
value as a runner and producer. Her most 
important victories were in the Queen 


Mary and Coronation Stakes, and she pro- 
duced, among others, the Irish Oaks win- 
ners Queen of Shiraz (dam of *Poona II) 
and *Majideh, whose daughter *Masaka 
won the Irish Oaks and the English One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks. 

The earnings-index figures in the ac- 
companying  performance-pedigree indi- 
cate that all the ancestors in the first 3 
generations ranked in the top one-half of 
one per cent of their sex on the race 
course, with the exception of Mah Mahal, 
which was in the tep 12 or 15 per cent. 


WEST VIRGINIA 
Top Bid for Track: 11/2 Million 


John B. Kelly, president of the Atlantic 
City Racing Association, made the high 
bid—$1,500.000—at an auction on June 12 
of Wheeling Downs race track. The bid 
was $300,000 below the figure which U. 
S. District Court Judge Harry Watkins 
last month set as the minimum selling 
price, and the sale will not become final 
until a formal report on the auction is 
submitted to Judge Watkins on June 21. 

The track was ordered sold to satisfy 
a Federal tax claim against William G. 
(Big Bill) Lias, who has owned and oper- 
ated Wheeling Downs for the last 12 years. 
When the government’s final judgment 
against Lias was made, the track owner 
said he had received 4 bids for the prop- 
erty, raging from $1,500,000 to $2,200,- 
000 (The Blood-Horse of May 18, page 
1117). Judge Watkins set a minimum sell- 
ing price of $1,800,000. 

Kelly was represented at the auction by 
Donald C. LeVine, his son-in-law. Only 
other bidder was Dr. L. D. Covert, of Bel- 
air, Ohio, who bid $700,000. LeVine first 
offered $1,200,000, but after auctioneer 
Carl O. Schmidt said he did not think that 
Judge Watkins would consider any bid of 
less than $1,500,000, LeVine said he was 
willing to go that high.

The hottest pickers at the 1955 yearling sales 
were Mr. and Mrs. George Lewis, who spent a 
total of $152,000 for 6 yearlings at Keeneland and 
Del Mar. Four of their selections (Darling Adelle, 
Joe Price, Mr. Sam S., and Lucky Mel) won 
$209,800 their first season. 

Last summer, with the stable going great guns, 
the Lewises again were represented at Keeneland. 
This time they spent $236,500 for 7 yearlings and 
earned themselves a niche in the record books as 
the sales’ biggest spenders.

Bayard Tuckerman Jr., senior partner in the 
Boston insurance firm of O’Brion, Russell Com- 
pany, has been interested in horses nearly all his 
life. In his youth he was one of the best hunt and 
steeplechase riders in the East. After his retire- 
ment from riding, he raced a stable of steeple- 
chasers and worked for the passage of a bill to 
permit pari-mutuel betting in Massachusetts. After 
a betting bill was approved in 1935, Tuckerman 
became first president of Suffolk Downs. 

In 1938 Tuckerman began breeding Thoroughbreds 
at his Little Sunswick Farm, South Westport, 
Mass. One of his first mares was I’m So Dry, 
whose first foal was Bus Girl, winner of 6 races 
in 3 seasons. The second was the stakes-placed 
Desert Ace, and the th'rd was Westpert Point, one 
of the best 3-year-old fillies in Canada in 1945. 

Bus Girl’s first foal for Tuckerman was Orco, 
which won 2 small stakes and earned $84,777. The 
same year, 1949, the farm produced the stakes 
winners Lavender Hill and Handsome Teddy. Tuck- 
erman sold the 3 at Saratoga for a total of $5,200: 
they won $280,787.

On June 1 Swoon’s Son was scratched from 
the Continental Turf Handicap because of a soft 


track. Two weeks later ihe track st'll was soft, 


but trainer A. G. (Lex) Wilson allowed E. Gay 
Drake’s colt to run in the Balmoral Turf Handi- 
cap. Although he conceded 12 pounds to *Mahan 
and from 15 to 26% pounds to the others, Swoon’s 
Son was a 6-5 favorite. Bernburgoo and *Mahan 
were 6 to 1, and 5 others, including Sir Tribal, 
were 9 to 1. 

Swoon’s Son set the pace (“on a track he did 
not like,” according to the chartmaker), followed 
by *North Cone and Bernburgoo. Sir Tribal, sixth 
for 6 furlongs, began his move on the stretch 
turn, where Bernburgoo faded. At the eighth- 
pole, Sir Tribal, Swoon’s Son, and *North Cone 
were together, but Sir Tribal quickly drew away 
to win by 4 lengths. 

Sir Tribal was bred by Dr, V. F. Crowder, of 
Weatherford, Okla., who raced him at 2 and 3. 
Unplaced in a maiden race at Columbus, Neb.. 
in his only start at 2, he won 4 races, including 
the Centennial Derby, the following season. Early 
in 1955 he was sold privately for $9,000 to Charles 
Fritz, Chicago trucking man. 

Steve Ippolito, Fritz’s trainer, made a_ grass 
specialist of Sir Tribal on the recommendation of 
Ken McIntosh, racing secretary at Ak-Sar-Ben and 
Oaklawn Park, who believed Sir Tribal’s high- 
stepping action would be well suited to the turf. 
As a 4year-old Sir Tribal won the Chicago 
Handicap on the grass at Hawthorne, and _ last 
year he won the Balmoral Turf and Stars and 
Stripes (turf) Handicaps. He also finished sec- 
ond in the Continental Turf, Meadowland, Arch 
Ward Memorial, and Chicago Handicaps and third 
in the Equipoise Mile, Arling on, and Illino’s Own- 
ers Handicaps. All of these except the Equipoise 
Mile and Illinois Owners were grass races. 

This year Sir Tribal had won 2 overnight handi- 
caps at Oaklawn Park and had been unplaced in 
the Citation and Continental Turf Handicaps. 

Sir Tribal is the only stakes winner for *Tribal 


II, an Australian-bred horse which won 6 races 
in the U. S, at 6, 7, and 8 and earned $12,075. 
The stallion stands at George F. Chain’s Chain 
Farm, Oakwood, Okla. Nigella, Sir Tribal’s dam, 
in the fall of 1949 was sold to Wiley Jones, of 
El Reno, Okla., for $100 at the Keeneland fall 
sales. She, too, is in Oklahoma.

Simple 
subtraction indicates that Rulership is 
worth $50,000 more than Fleet Nasrullah, 
but that is hardly the case. Hertz says he 
could not choose between them at this 
stage. 

Being more brash, my own opinion is 
that Fleet Nasrullah is the better pros- 
pect. He has tremendous hind quarters, 
looks almost like a 3-year-old, and he is 
full of confidence in himself. All in all, 
he is as good-looking as any 2-year-old I’ve 
ever seen. 

Fleet Nasrullah was not always so hand- 
some, according to Mr. Hertz. As a year- 
ling, he was continually bumping into 
fences and skinning himself. After an 
easy victory his first time out. Johnny 
Longden put in a bid to ride him for the 
Hertzes in next spring’s Kentucky Derby. 

He is the first foal of his unraced dam, 
Happy Go Fleet. Her dam Draeh, a win- 
ner of 7 races. either was barren or lost 
her foal for 5 consecutive years. When 
Happy Go Fleet came along, Hertz 
was so glad to get a filly that he reserved 
her for breeding. 

Rulership is the second foal of Not 
Afraid, whose dam is Banish Fear, which 
is the dam of Cosmic Bomb and Fleet 
Rings. It is, indeed, a wonderful family. 

In his first start, Rulership appeared a 
little hesitant and had to be driven hard 
to get the job done. In his second start. 
he seemed to hang back a trifle timidly 
until Longden warmed him with the whip. 
Rulership then took off like a good horse, 
and won going away with speed in reserve. 

Rulership presents an odd appearance 
in that he has no lower teeth. It seems that 
on the day he was weaned, he somehow 
became entangled in his halter and broke 
his teeth. The accident certainly didn’t 
stunt him; he is a well rounded horse, 
rangier than Fleet Nasrullah. 

Hertz, a great believer in gray blood, 
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RULERSHIP 


points out that Rulership has a patch of 
gray hair on his flanks. It is heaviest in 
the hair whorl, becoming scarcer as it 
radiates out over his hips and sides. Count 
Fleet had a similar patch of gray on his 
flanks, and Reigh Count possessed it even 
more distinctly, according to Hertz. 

From now on, the going will get tougher 
for both Rulership and Fleet Nasrullah. 
Both are being pointed for the Starlet 
Stakes, in which they will meet J. Rukin 
Jelks’ unbeaten Old Pueblo, among others. 
That should be quite a race. After the 
close of Hollywood Park, Rulership and 
Fleet Nasrullah will invade Chicago and 
New York to test their mettle against the 
best in the Midwest and East.

Cuicaco. Racing constantly talks of 
public relations. Well, here was public 
relations at its best. 

It was Sunday at Arlington Park, a day 
before the opening. Chicago was sweating 
out its first heat wave of the summer, but 
several thousand horse racing fans, cam- 
era bugs, and picnickers strolled through 
the spacious track. They marveled at Ar- 
lington’s new $2,000,000 summer dress. 

Chief attraction at this open house, how- 
ever, were 5 little men—Eddie Arcaro, 
Johnny Longden, Willie Shoemaker, John- 
ny Adams, and Ted Atkinson. A. sixth 
jockey, Bill Hartack, was reported to have 
missed train connections in the East and 
failed to arrive. 

The jockeys were almost constantly on 
the go. The track’s publicity department 
wanted pictures, NBC’s Monitor wanted 
to cut a tape recording, autograph seekers 
and camera fans gorged themselves. 


From the spiffy new air-conditioned 
press box, Arcaro pointed across the back- 
stretch where the new town of Rolling 
Meadows has sprouted almost overnight. 

“Look how that place is built up. I used 
to go there and pick clover for the horses.” 
Eddie wasn’t kidding. He was remember- 
ing those early nickel-and-dime days when 
he rode around Chicago some 24 years 
ago. 

Harry Henson, Arlington track announ- 
cer, produced a picture of some 50 jockeys 
who rode at Tanforan in May, 1932. 

“That’s me,” Arcaro said. Longden also 
found himself. 

“Tanforan was the only West Coast 
track running at that time,” Henson said. 
He picked out other jockeys: Georgie 
Woolf, Bobby Jones, Red Pollard. Billy 
Elliott (who rode Phar Lap), Silvio 
Coucci, Melvin Knight, and Wayne Wright. 

Now NBC’s Johnny Erp was running a 
tape interview. “Here’s the dean of the 
party, a great-grandfather . . . pardon me, 
a grandfather . . . Johnny Longden, who 
is 47 years old... .” 

Arcaro laughed silently and made a ges- 
ture of disbelief when 47 was mentioned. 

Another riding grandfather, Johnny 
Adams, was interviewed. 

“How does it feel to ride against your 
son Ralph?” 

“He’s just another jockey to beat.” 

“Oh,” said Erp, “blood isn’t thicker 
than money.” 

Arcaro was hungry, and the party re- 
paired to the new wing of the dining room 
overlooking the paddock, where Atkinson 
and a racing writer agreed Winston 
Churchill’s History of the English-Speaking 
Peoples was a best bet any day. “I read 
the first 2 volumes,” Ted said, “but I 
haven’t seen the last 2 yet. Churchill has 
a nice, easy flowing style.” 

“Who are your favorite authors, Ted?”

Atkinson talked of his horse boarding 
farm 18 miles from Belmont Park on Long 
Island. “It’s 23 acres. Our capacity is 31 
horses, and we had 30 all winter. Still have 
15 there now; mostly bad-legged horses. 
Randy Sechrest. our general manager. is 
a good leg man. We break maybe a dozen 
yearlings in the fall.” 

And Mrs. Atkinson? 


“She likes to drive the tractor and cut 
the grazing fields. Of course. we have 2 
half-grown kids and a yearling.” 

“A yearling? Who’s he by?” 

Ted laughed. “By me, out of her,” point- 
ing to Mrs. Atkinson. 

Have any Tom Fools started yet? “Just 
2, one won easily. Greentree doesn’t own 
him though. Greentree has one out of 
Paddleduck that’s a growthy sort, and 
won't start for awhile, but looks good.” 


The day’s program consisted of a couple 
of exhibition races. a demonstration of 
schooling horses at the gate, and a parade 
of some good stakes winners. 

As a finale the jockeys wound up in the 
winner’s circle where each was interviewed 
briefly by 6-foot-5 sportscaster Jack Drees, 
The disparity in height tickled the spec- 
tators. Camera fans were in a frenzy of 
joy. 

Arcaro noted the bull’s eye on the outer 
finish pole and pointed to it. “I don’t see 
Shoemaker’s picture on that one like in 
New York.” Jor AGRELLA

A Titan's Death 


Nearco. 22, one of the sport’s outstand- 
ing sires, was destroyed on June 8 at 
Beech House Stud, Newmarket. He had 
been infirm for more than a year. 

By ‘Pharos—Nogara. by Havresac II. 
Nearco was bred in Italy by Signor F. 
Tesio and Marcheze Mario Incisa della 
Rocchetta. At 2 in Italy he won all of his 
7 starts, including the Gran Criterium. 
He was unbeaten in 7 starts at 3, his vic- 
tories including the Grand Prix de Paris. 
in which he beat Bois Roussel, Legend of 
France, and Cillas. His outstanding Ital- 
ian successes that year were in the Italian 
Derby and the Gran Premio di Milano. 

After his victory in the Grand Prix de 
Paris, Nearco was sold by Tesio for 
£60,000 to Martin Benson, wealthy English 
bookmaker and breeder. who retired him 
in 1939 to the Beech House Stud. The 
horse stood there his entire career. In 
1942 he was syndicated for £62.000. 

Nearco was an immediate success in 
the stud. His get include Nimbus. *Ma- 
saka, Sayajirao, Dante, *Nasrullah, Nea- 
sham Belle. *Royal Charger. Goldsbor- 
ough, *Rivaz, Infatuation, and *Agitator 
II. 

Through 1956, Nearco’s get had won 548 
races in England and earned £435.28534. 
His average earnings index from 1948 
through 1956, the only years for which 
figures are available, was 2.65. 


Fee Increased 


A. B. Hancock Jr., owner of Claiborne 
Farm, Paris. Ky.. this week announced 
that Hill Prince’s fee has been raised to 
$5.000 for a live foal. C. T. Chenery’s 
horse entered the stud in 1952, and his 
first 2-year-olds appeared in 1955. Among 
his best runners are Levee, Pretty Plunger. 
Riley. Happy New Year. Lebkuchen, and 
Bayou. 


Nance's Lad Retired 


Hilton A. Dabson this week announced 
that Nance’s Lad. which he owns in part- 
nership with C. J. Caithness. had broken 
a bone in his left fore foot in a workout 
and would be retired from racing. The 
horse is stabled at Belmont Park, where he 
will remain for about a month. 

Bred by Dabson, Nance’s Lad is by Slide 
Rule—Nance’s Ace. by Case Ace. He won 
his only start at 2, and at 3 he won the 
Hutcheson, Fountain of Youth, Peter Pan, 
and Vosburgh Handicaps and the Swift 
Stakes. Last season he won the Toboggan 
and Paumonok Handicaps. In 6 starts this 
year he was second to Call Me Lucky in 
the Magic City Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park. He has won 13 races and has earn- 
ed $167,950. 


The dam, Nance’s Ace, winner of the 
Hialeah Inaugural, in February, 1954, was 
sold privately to A. B. Hancock Jr.’s Clai- 
borne Farm. 

It has not been decided where the horse 
should stand. 


No Soap 

Swaps probably will not be returned to 
training this fall. At the time the 
*Khaled horse entered the stud _ this 


spring Rex Elisworth said there was a 
possibility that Swaps would recover suf- 
ficiently from his leg fracture to be re- 
turned to training. Last week Ellsworth 
said, “If I were to give an answer as of 
today, I would say Swaps would never 
race again.” 


Great Scot! Wrong Scott 


The Blood-Horse somehow got its Scotts 
mixed up. In a report of the sale of While- 
away Farm, Lexington, to George M. Hum- 
phrey it was stated (on page 1246) that 
Harrie B. Scott, who had been boarding 
Humphrey’s broodmares, would continue 
their management. It is Harry B. Scott 
Jr. who has boarded the mares—and he 
will continue to manage them.

Amber's French Derby 


Mrs. Andre Mariotti’s Amber (Zucca- 
rello—Pantomime, by Nepenthe) won the 
Prix du Jockey Club at Chantilly June 16, 
with Guards Tie second and Le Haar 
third in the field of 14. The favorite, 
Baron Guy de Rothschild’s Argel, was 
unplaced. The winner’s Italian-bred sire. 
Zuccarello (*Ortello—Flumigela, by Mich- 
elangelo), now stands at Walter Heit- 
mann’s Buchenhof Stud in Germany. 


A Whirlaway in Spain 


Whirly, a 5-year-old son of the dead 
Whirlaway, out of Montaria, scored a 3- 
length victory in the important 15¢-mile 
Franco Stakes at the San Siro course, Ma- 
drid, on June 2. Don Ramon Beamonte’s 
horse made his run in the last quarter- 
mile and easily bested Articuza, second in 


the field of 8.

Mme. du Bois de Roest, the most suc- 
cessful woman operating in the triple 
capacity of breeder, owner, and _ trainer. 
has won the Belgian Derby for the second 
year in succession. Her winner this year

The Queen's First Classic 


Paris. The finish of the Oaks at Epsom 
on June 7 was accompanied by much 
louder cheers than are normal on an Eng- 
lish race course, not because the big 
crowd had picked a winner, but because 
Queen Elizabeth II was scoring her first 
classic victory. Carrozza (Dante—Calash, 
by Hyperion) stood off the closing chal- 
lenge of Joseph McGrath’s Silken Glider 
(Airborne—Silken Slipper, by Bois Rous- 
sel) to win by a short head, with the Aga 
Khan’s One Thousand Guineas winner 
Rose Royale II (Prince Bio—*Rose of 
Yeroda, by Nearco) in third place, 3 
lengths back. 

Taittinger was fourth in the field of 11 
3-year-old fillies, Crotchet fifth, Lady 
Salisbury sixth. The Queen’s Mulberry 
Harbour, at much shorter odds than the 
winner, fell back after disputing the 
early running with Midnight Press, Tait- 
tinger, and Winged Sprite. Time for the 
1% miles was 2:3724, slower than Cre- 
pello’s Derby by 2 seconds. 

The winner, bred by the National Stud 
and leased to the Queen, is out of a sister 
to the One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, and 
St. Leger winner Sun Chariot. Clarence, 
the unraced second dam, was by Diligence 
out of Nun’s Veil, half-sister, by Friar 
Marcus, to Blandford. 

Trainer Noel Murless and jockey Lester 
Piggott had won the Derby 2 days earlier 
with Sir Victor Sassoon’s Crepello. The 
last previous Derby-Oaks double for a 
trainer and jockey was in 1950, when C. 
H. Semblat and W. R. Johnstone won the 
2 classics with Galcador and Asmena. The 
last English trainer to achieve the double 
was Alec Taylor, who did it 3 times, with 
Lemberg and *Rosedrop in 1910, Gay 
Crusader and Sunny Jane in 1917, and 
Gainsborough and My Dear in 1918. 

Mme. Leon Volterra’s Great Success, by 
Niccolo Dell’Arca out of a sister to the 
dam of Phil Drake, was flown across the 
Channel for the Oaks, for which she was 
second favorite, but she injured a knee 
just before the plane landed, and was 
unable to run. 

Carrozza won her first start at 2, at 
Hurst Park in May, and did not run again 
until October, when she was twice fourth, 
in the Prendergast and Criterion Stakes. 
This year she had beaten Rose Royale in 
the Princess Elizabeth Stakes and finished 
fourth to Rose Royale in the One Thous- 
and Guineas. 


Fric’s Coronation Cup 


A leading English writer, after describ- 


Paris. Of the 10 English Derby win- 
ners in the 1947-56 period, Pearl Diver, 
My Love, Galcador, Phil Drake, and 
Lavandin were bred in France; *Arctic 
Prince and Pinza were by French sires 
out of mares by Italian sires; Nimbus 
was a son of the Italian Nearco; *Tul- 
yar and Never Say Die were grandsons 
of Nearco. 


The powerful Franco-Italian influ- 
ence on English breeding was con- 
firmed again by the victory of Sir Vic- 
tor Sassoon’s home-bred Crepello in 
the Derby at Epsom on June 5. 


Crepello is the second colt to win 
both the Two Thousand Guineas and 
the Derby since World War II, the 
other being Nimbus. Blue Peter, in 
1939, was the last English-sired colt 
to bring off the double. The feat has 
been accomplished 31 times since the 
one-mile classic was instituted. It may 
be significant that in the 1809-82 period 
the average time between the doubles 
was 7.4 years; that the average was re- 
duced to 2.25 years from 1883 to 1918; 
and that since 1919 it has gone up to 
6.5 years. The rising interval of recent 
years and the strong continental in- 
fluence suggest that the horse with 
speed enough for the Guineas and stam- 
ina enough for the Derby is becoming 
more and more of a rarity in the coun- 
try where it was developed.

The 22 runners in the 1957 Derby in- 
cluded 5 which had run in the Two 
Thousand Guineas: Crepello, Pipe of 
Peace. Brioche, Eudaemon, and Chevas- 
trid. (The last-named had unseated his 
rider.) In the interval between the 2 
classics Eudaemon had finished a mod- 
erate third in the Newmarket Stakes, 
behind 2 colts which did not start in 
the Derby, and Chevastrid had lost the 
114-mile Trigo Stakes at the Curragh 
by a neck. His conqueror in the Irish 
race was John McShain’s Ballymoss 
(Mossborough—Indian Call, by Singa- 
pore), bought for the Philadelphia own- 
er by trainer Vincent O’Brien. 


Four other colts came up to the race 
from the Derby Trial Stakes at Ling- 
field: the winner, Queen Elizabeth’s 
Doutelle (Prince Chevalier—Above 
Board, by Straight Deal), and the sec-

ond, fourth, and fifth, Alcastus, Palor, 
and Albergo. 


Crepello was a 3-to-2 favorite at start- 
ing time, with Prince Taj and Royau- 
mont second and third choices at 10 
to 1 and 100 to 9. The weather was 
beautiful and the going was quite hard. 


Prince Taj, which had finished third 
in the Poule d’Essai at Longchamp, 
was virtually eliminated at the start, 
where he lost several lengths as a re- 
sult of being bumped hard. The horses 
with the low-numbered post positions 
took an early lead, as usual, 2 outsiders 
making the pace ahead of Doutelle, 
Chippendale II, and Crepello, while 
the most prominent runners with the 
high numbers were Eudaemon and Che- 
vastrid. At the mile post Eudaemon was 
in the lead, and Ballymoss, Royaumont, 
Brioche, Pipe of Peace, and Palor had 
moved into forward positions. 


Hard-luck stories developed as the 
field made the downhill turn into the 
straight. Doutelle was bumped and fell 
back. Chippendale II was caught be- 
hind a tiring horse and rounded Tatten- 
ham Corner in next-to-last place. Pipe 
of Peace, London Cry, and Messmate 
suffered interference. The leaders at 
the top of the straight were Brioche, 
Eudaemon, Palor, Chevastrid, Bally- 
moss, and Crepello. 


Ballymoss struck to the front about 
400 yards out, followed by Pipe of 
Peace, Crepello, Royaumont, Tempest, 
and Messmate. But Crepello now was 
gaining with every stride, and he won 
by a length and a half, Ballymoss beat- 
ing Pipe of Peace by a length. The 
American-owned Tempest was fourth, 
three-quarters of a length back, and a 
neck ahead of Royaumont. Behind 
these, after an interval of 6 lengths, 
came Messmate, Apostol, Albergo, 
and the others. 


Sir Victor Sassoon led in his second 
Derby winner. This one he had bred; 
Pinza, the 1953 winner, he had bought. 
Young Lester Piggott, who had taken 
his first Derby with Never Say Die in 
1954, rode a perfect race. It was trainer 
C. F. N. Murless’ first Derby. 


The 114 miles were run in 2:35%4, the 
fastest time since *Mahmoud set the 
Derby record in 1936, and the fact that 
4 other colts finished close to the win- 
ner indicated more than ordinary stam- 
ina in the current crop of 3-year-olds. 
Crepello’s next major objective is the 
King George and Queen Elizabeth

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ing the Coronation Cup as “nowadays al- 
most a prerogative of the French,” took 
an optimistic view of the 1957 running, 
since there were 3 English runners “of 
tremendous class and proven ability who 
seems to have every chance of beating 
off the French challenge of Fric.” Be- 
cause of the class of the field he looked 
upon the traditional 11-mile race, run 
the day between the Derby and the Oaks, 
as “a real 4-year-old championship.” 


The winner, however, was the one 
French-bred horse in the field of 8. Michel 
Calmann’s 5-year-old Fric (Vandale— 
Fripe. by Mehemet Ali) struck to the front 
as they turned into the long straight, yield- 
ed the lead momentarily to Pirate King, 
then lengthened his stride and went on 
to win comfortably by 114 lengths from 
Lord Rosebery’s Donald (Honeyway— 
Donah,. by Donatello II), with the Queen’s 
High Veldt (Hyperion—Open Country, by 
Fairway) in third place, 2 lengths farther 
back. The others were Gilles de Retz, 
Roistar, Pirate King, Cobetto, and Teacher. 

Fric had proven his quality on several 
occasions in France, and last year he had 
finished second in the Champion Stakes 
in England, beaten half a length by Hugh 
Lupus. He ran the 114 miles of the Coron- 
ation Cup in 2:3444, three-fifths of a sec- 
ond faster than Crepello’s Derby. After 
this excellent performance his owner and 
breeder announced that he had arranged 
to leave the horse in Great Britain to be 
trained by Joe Lawson for the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

M. Calmann, who has many American 
friends, used to race in England, and be- 
fore World War I he won a £100 plate at 
Salisbury with the St. Angelo filly Falaise 
II. the fourth dam of Fric. Vandale 
(Plassy—Vanille. by La Farina), Fric’s 
sire, won the Prix du Conseil Municipal 
and is sire of the Prix de Diane winner 
Douve and of the Diane second Tour de 
Londres. 


The French Oaks 


The Prix de Diane was run at Chantilly 
on June 9, just 2 days after the Oaks at 
Epsom, so that neither Rose Royale nor 
the injured Great Success had a chance 
to compete in France’s leading race for 
3-year-old fillies. Aside from these, the 
19 runners which went to the post for the 
1,;-mile test appeared to represent the 
best talent in the division. 

Favorite at 3 to 1 was Arbencia, which 
had finished strongly in the Poule d’Essai, 
and the Rothschild entry of Cerisoles and 
La Petite Hutte was second choice at 41 
to 10. The start was not very good, the 
principal sufferers being Arbencia, Fair 
Belle, and Avilon. The pace was made by 
Desmodie. followed closely by La Petite 
Hutte, Beauty Prize. Fidgety, Kalidtla. 
and Epine Doree. At the last turn the

Testing: 


With costs rising fasier than income, 
farm owners are faced with the necessity 
of improving the fertility of their soil. 
It’s either that—or else. Dr. William A. 
Albrecht, head of the Soils Department 
at the University of Missouri and one of 
the country’s pioneer soil research men, 
not long ago wrote: 

“Either more acres or more intensive 
cultivation of the soil for larger crops 
have been the farmer’s home-spun relief 
from increasing economic pressure. Since 
he cannot pass the increasing costs to 
anyone else, he has been using up more 
of his productive assets. Moreover, he has 
been ‘throwing into the bargain’ more soil 
fertility with his increased sales. By this 
liquidation of his assets, our soils are 
being rapidly mined of this natural re- 
source—our food security for animals and 
people. Even though we may not be 
making much success in our economic pro- 
cedures to recognize the depreciation of 
the soil and to make allowances in tax 
assessments, the soil fertility is presenting 
its own evidence of decline through the 
lowered quality and the numerous farms 
‘worn-out’ and sold for taxes within a 
single generation.” 


Prelude to Fertilizer 


The availability of chemical fertilizers 
has given many farm owners and managers 
a comfortable feeling of security to which 
they are not entitled. The use of fertilizer 
in the United States has increased tre- 
mendously in recent years, and there are 
farm owners who believe that they have 
nothing to worry about if they fertilize 
according to crop recommendations made 
by fertilizer salesmen or state experiment 
stations. The difficulty is that fertilizing 
a crop can be worse than no fertilizer at 
all if the soil is not in proper balance. It 
has been proved than an oversupply of 
any one element often causes other ele- 
ments to become less available to the 
plant. Only when a farmer knows which 
elements are lacking in his soil can he 
fertilize intelligently. 

The realization that it was necessary to 
find out what was in the soil before it was 
possible to decide what the soil lacked led 
to soil tests. The early soil research was 
concerned with determining how much of 
a given element was present in the ma- 
terial analyzed. These tests provided basic 
information, but they had 2 failings in 
relation to general use: They were ex- 
pensive, and they did not indicate the 


extent of which the plants were able to 
utilize the plant food elements in the 
soil. 


Next step in soil research were thie 
plant-tissue tests, in which chemical an- 
alyses of the entire plant or certain parts 
of the plant were used. These tests varied 
from simple plant-tissue tests in the field 
to careful laboratory analysis of the ash 
material of plants. Field tests are little 
better than qualitative tests, and they are 
useful only for ascertaining extreme de- 
ficiency or abundancy. The laboratory 
tests provide more detailed information, 
but have the disadvantages of being too 
slow to be of immediate use to a farmer. 

In recent years most farmers have de- 
pended upon quick chemical tests for their 
soil information. Most of these tests are 
qualitative; that is, they will show the 
presence of the particular element rather 
than the exact amount of the element. 
Values usually are reported in terms of 
“high,” medium,” and “low.” In the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture yearbook, 
Science in Farming, Dr. Michael Peech 
and Dr. Hans Platenius, both of Cornell 
University, pointed out the advantages and 
disadvantages of this type of test: 

“The chief advantage of these chemical 
soil tests over the classical and more con- 
ventional laboratory methods lies in their 
simplicity and the rapidity with which the 
individual tests can be carried out. Also,

in contrast to the more conventional 
method of chemical analysis, which seeks 
the total amount of a given element pres- 
ent in the material analyzed, the chemical 
test measures the portion of the total sup- 
ply of the nutrient element that the plant 
can utilize during its relatively short grow- 
ing period . . . Chemical soil tests can be 
of great value as a guide to fertilizer rec- 
ommendations, especially in detecting ex- 
treme deficiencies and toxicities of plant 
nutrient elements in the soil. They also 
are useful as an aid to diagnosing crop 
failures. Admittedly, crop failures may be 
due to many different factors other than 
lack of adequate supply of plant nutrients. 
.... Diagnosis from the results of chemical 
soil tests is often difficult, but some clues 
as to possible cause of the trouble may be 
obtained. 


“Some of the tests in current use, how- 
ever, have been over-simplified to the ex- 
tent that they are no longer sufficiently 
reliable or accurate and, in fact, may be 
quite misleading. .. . The poor correlations 
often observed between the results of 
chemical soil tests and the crop responses 
to fertilizers often may well be attributed 
to the analytical errors inherent in the 
soil tests. Such errors may be due to the 
interferences by other elements or consti- 
tuents present in the extract, color fading, 
the slow deterioration of some of the re- 
agents, as well as to the significant influ-

ence of the variation of temperature and 
time upon the final color or turbidity de- 
veloped in some of the tests. 

“The directions for making these tests 
must be followed precisely. A slight devi- 
ation from the proper procedure intro- 
duces serious errors. Thus, even simplified 


soil testing presupposes some knowledge 
of the delicate and sensitive chemical re- 
actions involved in the tests. Many of 
these tests can be properly made only by 
trained technicians in the laboratory. 
“Moreover, the results of the tests can 
be interpreted only by a trained agricul- 
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times.

tural worker, who is familiar with local 
farm practices, chemical and _ physical 
characteristics of the soils, plant-nutrients 
requirements of different crops, and the 
intricate plant-soil relationships. The re- 
sults of the chemical tests must be thor- 
oughly calibrated against crop responses to 
fertilizers on different soil types and under 
different climatic conditions.” 


Obviously, a high percentage of the 
quick soil tests are faulty because of lack 
of care in taking the sample and in inter- 
preting the results. Even with these bar- 
riers hurdled, success is not assured. Dr. 
Peech and Dr. Platenius said: 


“Despite the tremendous amount of work 
done and the progress already made, it is 
not possible to determine by quick chem. 
ical tests the exact grade or the most 
profitable ameunt of fertilizer that may be 
applied to a given soil for a specific crop 
even though such tests have been success- 
fully employed as a guide to fertilizer 
recommendations. It will be useful to re- 
member that there are limitations to the 
tests we use to predict the need for nitro- 
gen, phosphorus, and potash—the 3 prin- 
cipal constituents of fertilizers.” 

Most soil tests are concerned principally 
with the major elements, and this worries 
many soil scientists. Dr. H. L. Crane and 
C. B. Shear, both of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Soils and Agricultural Engineer- 
ing, said: 

“Only recently have we recognized that 
the prevailing practice of returning to the 
soil only nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium, 
sulfur, and sometimes calcium was hasten- 
ing the depletion of the other plant nu- 
trients through increased crop production. 

“The explanation of this depleting effect 
of the so-called ‘complete fertilization’ now 
seems quite simple. Continued application 
of only part of the necessary plant food 
materials maintained crop yields at the 
level that the available supply of the 
other nutrients in the soil would permit. 
As each succeeding crop was removed 
from the land, the supply of these other 
essential nutrients became less and less. 
The effect of their diminishing supply was 
reflected in reduced plant growth and 
yields long before their effect was evident 
in definite symptoms of malnutrition. It 
was not until these advanced symptoms 
and their cause determined that the fail- 
ure of the ‘complete fertilizer’ to maintain 
original producing power of the soil was 
recognized. Man, by his lack of knowledge 
regarding nature’s complex balance, has 
now brought about a condition that makes 
it necessary for him to determine the 
balance required for his crops and find 
means of obtaining and maintaining that 
balance.” 

The curiosity a farm owner displays 
about his soil usually is in direct propor- 
tion to yields. If a particular crop or 
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pasture fails to return as good a yield this 
year he realizes that he must change his 
procedures. He has a choice of 3 alterna- 
tives: (1) use quick chemical tests made 
by his county agent or a fertilizer sales- 
man, along with specific crop information 
supplied by the state agricultural experi- 
ment station; (2) employ a farm manage- 
ment consultant to assist him in planning; 
(3) obtain detailed information about the 
soil balance on his farm. 

Each approach has its advocates. The 
first approach, by far the most common, 
places a heavy responsibility upon the 
owner or manager. He must get enough 
soil samples from each field to give him 
a representative picture; he must dry the 
soil samples properly; he must be able to 
interpret the information he gets from the 
tests; he must apply the fertilizer at the 
proper time and in the proper amount; 
and he must keep abreast of crop research 
work at his experiment station. To aid 
farmers who take their own samples, many 
state experiment stations have bulletins 
available on the proper technique for soil 
sampling. 

Farm management consultants give a 
farm owner the benefit of other farmers’ 
experience, keep him posted on new re- 
research, and go over his operation to 
determine how a maximum yield can be 
obtained from each field. The soil tests 
usually are restricted to the major ele- 
ments, but the farm owner is assured of a 


competent job of sampling and testing. 
Consultants usually will present the owner 
with a detailed fertilization plan, advising 
him of the type and amount of fertilizer 
needed. 

For the third alternative—obtaining 
more detailed information on the balance 
of his soil—the owner must turn to a soils 
laboratory. There are those who feel that 
it is (1) not possible and (2) not worth 
the effort. Dr. Rudolfo Ozolins, agrono- 
mist at Brookside Research Laboratories, 
Inc., disagrees, of course. A portion of his 
paper “The Analyses of Soil” will appear 
next week, along with comments from 
other soil scientists.
